But in an Almanack, frilly taken, there is not any 
Thing relative to Faith or Manners. It is only a Set of 
Tables to mark the Divifions of Time by the Revolutions 
of the celeftial Bodies, and the civi! or ecclefiattical Efta- 
blifhments that havé been made, in Conformity to thofe 
Revolutions, for our Ufe and Obfervation. \Cuflom how- 
ever hath fo order’d it, and the Improvement hath met 
with general Approbation, that other Tables and Memo- 
rials are added in the fame Volume, which afford much 
Deleétation and Amofement to thé People. — But as thefe 
Additions are often founded on Ignorance and Superttition, 
they mifguide the People inftead of giving them right No- 
tions, and are of Courfe rather hurtful than really advan- 
tageous to the Society. 

The celebrated ohn Partridge, if I am not miftaken, 
writes an Almanack at this Day, tho’ he has been dead 
and buried many Years according to the true Parifh Regi- 
fter, and according to the Memoirs of [aac Bickerfiaff 
Efq; who perhaps difpatched the good old Man a little too 
foon, almoft half a Century. Of this 1 2m certain, that 
he continued to be an Author long after he difcontinued to 
live. The griginal Poor Robin cannot be remembered by 
the oldeft Man that now reaps the Benefit of his Labours, 
and yet his Name has been as formally prefix'd to a Ka- 
lendar in our Days, as it was in the Days of King Charles 
the Second. Old Harry Wilfon, who perhaps might be the 
third or fourth Copy of that Original, has been many 
Years gone after him into the Land of Oblivion ; and who 
is the Succeffor in prefent Pofleffion, I have not the Honour 
to be informed. — But in this, and all the other Succeffions 
to the venerable 4frclogers who firft appear’d with their 
proper Names, and propagated their real Opinions, there is 
an Attempt to cultivate and cherith the Prejudices and falfe 
Notions that were more generally received in the Days of 
our Fathers, that have fince been a thoufand times exploded 
by the rational Part of Mankind, and might at this Day 
have been the Subject of univerfal Ridicule, if not kept 
alive by thefe Means. 

Hence it is that preventive Phlebotomy, in the Begin- 
ning of a Fever, is often omitted, always to the great Ha- 
zard, and fometimes to the Lofs of the Party, becaufe the 
State of the Moon does not indicate Bleeding in that parti- 
cular Cafe ; the Man with the many Darts about him not 
being wounded in the right Part while her lunar Majefty 
makes her Abode in fuch a Houfe. And hence the Gar- 
dener negleéts to remove his Plants, and the Hufbandman 
to put in his Seed, when the Temperature of the Atmo- 
{phere is moft happily difpofed for his Purpofe, becaufe the 
Almanack tells him that the Moon is more favourable to 
his Defign in fome other State of the monthly Lunation. 
Eclipfes of the greater Luminaries, and Conjunétions of the 
other Planets, tho’ calculated with the fame Exaétnefs as 
their ordinary Revolutions, and therefore certain and re- 

gular in their Returns, are made portentous of great Changes 

“in Empires, and ftrange Convulfions in the Frame of Na- 
ture; tho’ it has been often enough evinced, that fuch 
Events have no Conneétion with the faid Eclipfes and Con- 
junétionsy or none at all that is difcoverable by us; and 
that the moft we can afcribe to them is, fome fhort Effect 
on the Atmofphere and the Tides, and perhaps on feeble 
animal Bodies. 














Now if the Almanacks were under the Infpettion of 
Men of real Scienc¢ (as for Inftance, a felect Number of 
the Fellows of the Royal Society, whofe Abilities, after 
their Admiffion, cannot be queftion’d) they might be purg- 
ed of all this fuperftitious Matter, the Tables of Time might 
be judicioufly correfted, and no Inferences but fuch as are 
truly philofophical, be drawn from any of the celeftial 
Phenomena. The other Tables that were added might bé 
of real Ufe in the Commerce of Life, and calculated with 
fuch Exa€tnefs, as always to be depended upon for the So- 
lution of fuch Queftions as they were adapted to. Short 
Sketches might be inferted, of the natural State of the Uni- 
verfe, agreeable to the beft modern Difcoveries ; of the pb- 
litical and ecclefiaftical State of Europe, and particularly ef 
the Britis Dominions, as they reallyexitt, not as they are 
reprefented by the Prejudices of one Party againft another 3 
ahd occafional Hints, intelligible to Perfons of the meaneft 
Capacity, might be thrown out, for the Improvement of 
Hufbandry, of Manufaétures, of Commerce, and whatever 
elfe might be of general Ufe to Mankind. The chronolo- 
gical Tables might be fhort, but very correét, and con- 
fined to the moft interefting Events. Principles of Loyalty, 
founded on juft and worthy Reprefentations of his Majefty, 
and the whole Royal Family, might be inftill’d into Minds 
that are now poifon’d with Prejudice, to the utter Confu- 
fion of the. Pope, the Pretender, and their Friends and 
Abettors. In thort, every Thing might tend to real Ule, 
nothing to the Propagation of Error or Miftake. 

But what I have chiefly in view by this Reformation is, 
to do Juftice to the great Men who voluntarily take on 
themfelves the Barthen of the Adminiftration of Govern- 
ment. Their various Exploits, in War, in Peace, in che 
Occonomy of the Treafury, in the Suppreffion of ufclefe 
Places and Penfions, in the Reduétion of all Salaries that 
furpafs the Merit of the Duties for which they have been 
given ; their afferting and maintaining the Honour of their 
Country in foreign Courts, and the prodigious Increafe 
Which the trading Intereft has gain’d thro’ their Wif- 
dom: All thefe fhould be properly difplay’d by an Hifto- 
rian appointed for that Purpofe. And farther, to promote 
the Scheme of Adoration propofed in my laft Paper, I would 
have the Likenefs of the chief of them, one after another, 
fairly and elegantly difplay’d on Copper, with the proper 
Infignia of their Offices, and Emblems of their moft di- 
flinguiflied Atchievements. 

I muft here obferve, that in France there is an Almanack 
publifbed under the Infpe€tion of the Academy of Sciences, 
and by one of the Members of that learned Society. The 
fame Thing, or fomething much like it, is done in all the 
polite Nations of Europe ;- fo that every Almanack, except 
in England, tends to promote fome of the laudable Defigns 
that are above recommended, 

That the Worfoipful Company of Stationers might be no 
Lofers, I would propofe that the fole Printing and Vending 
might ftill remain in them, but that they fhould print no- 
thing which had not firft been fubmitted to the In{pe€tors s 
And-where the Volume, thro’ the Multiplicity of Matter, 
was too large for the ufual Price’of Six-pence, they fhould 
be allow’d to take Nine«pence, one Shilling, or more, ac- 
cording to a legal Valuation, which fhould always be 
printed on the Title Page. I had feveral more Re

Moft Chriftian King had died a Minor 
without I flue. 

Naples and Sicily were obtained for the Infant Don Carles 
by the War of 1733: But was not Lorrain obtained by the 

fame War, or rather by the Peace that clofed it, as a new 
Province to the French Monarchy? ‘The Exchange of Tu/- 
cany againft it docs not leffen the Value of this Acquifition 
to France: For tho’ Tu/cany may be as valuable to the Em- 
peror as his native Duchy, and perhaps more fo than France 
permitted this Duchy to be in time of War ; Lorrain is yet 
of infinitely more Account to France, as it takes a conftant 
Thorn ovt Of her Side, fills up the Nook betwixt A//ace 
and Champagne, and contributes, as the French expres it, 
pour arrondir la Monarcbie. And if a Son of Spain acquir- 
ed Parma, Placentia, and Guaflalla by the laf War; 
France, by what we hitherto perceive, and agreeably to 
my Correfpondent’s own Sufpicions, has taken Poffeffion 
of Corfica tor fome other Purpofe than to reftore it to the 
Genoefe. 

How fanguine were our Hopes, upon the Death of the 
date King of Spain, thav his prefent Catholic Majefty, a 
Spaniard born, and who, while Heir apparent, feemed to 
liften only to Spanifh Councils, would aét, when he came 
to be King, upon the antient Spani Principles! But great 
as our Hopes then were, has not our Difappointment been 
altogether as great thro’ the four Years which that Prince 
has reigned ? Has not the Family-ie been as potent on 
the Son, as we fo long found it on the Father? Has any 
one Object of our tedious Negotiations, from which fach 
mighty Things were expe€ted, been as yet obtained ? 

‘ifty Years are already pafs'd, fince this Union betwixt 
the two Branches of the Houfe of Bourbon began to operate 
for the metual Benefit of both. The Spaniards, the Itali- 
ans, and all the People over whom French Authority has 
me grow daily rather more gallicifed, than more 
nclined to refame their antient Oppofition to France. The 
Spirit of Enmity is ina great Meafure fubdued by. the in- 
finuating Artifices of the Court of Verfailles; and it is in 
vain to hope, in our Time at leaft, that we fhall fee one 
Branch of this Houfe of Bourbon a Balance againft the other.

Phyficians, one of the elder Brethren of the Trinity-Houfe, 
end Fellow of the Royal Society. 

His Grace in the Life-time of his Father was chofen 
Member of the Houfe of Commons for the City of Chichef- 
ter, as alfo for the Borough of Newport, in the County of 
Southampton, in the Parliament fummoned to meet at 
Weltminiter on the roth of May, 1722.-—-And when his 
Jate Majefly revived the ancient Military Order of Knight- 
hood of the Bath, he was declared one of the Knights of 
that Order. Alfo on the 26th of May, 1726, was eleéted 
one of the Knights Pomeacians of the Mott Noble Order 
of the Garter, and initalled at Windfor the 16th of June 
following ; at which Time ‘he was one of the Lords of the 
Bedchamber and Aid-de-Camp to his Majetty. 





On the Acceffion of his prefent Majefty to the Throne, 
he was conftitated one of the Lords of the Bédchamber 


‘and his Aid-de~Camp; and at the Coronatich was High- 


Conflable of England for the Day. : 

His moft Serene Highnefs the Duke of Lorrain (the 
prefent Emperor of Germany) coming to — in 1731, 
under the Name of Count B/amon?, and re ding here for 
fome Timie, and having taken his Leave of their Majetties 
and the Royal Family, his Grace the Duke of Richmond 
accompanied him (December 8, 1731) to Greenwich, 
and there enfertained hirh at Dinner; who abut Five that 
Afternoon embarked for Holland. 

Her Grace the Dutchefs of Portfmouth dying the 4th of 
November, 1734, the Dakedom of Aubigny in France, 
with the Peerage of that Kingdom, devolved on his Grace ; 
and on the 8th of January, 1734-5, he was appointed 
Mafter of the Horfe to his Majefty, and next Day fworn 
of his moft Hon. Privy-Council. : 

On the 2d of July, 1739, his Grace was made Briga~ 
dier-General of his Majefty’s Forces; on the 16th of Fe- 
bruary, 1739-40, elected one of the Governors of the 
Charter-Hoale; on the 12th of May, 1740, declared 
one of the Lords Juftices for the Adminiftration of the 
Government during his Majefty’s Abfence: On the 1f of 
January, 1741-2, conftitated Major General of his 
Majeity’s Forces, and of the Staff of General Officers for 
South Britain; and on the 6th of Jane 1745, promoted to 
the Rank of Lieutenant-General. ‘ 

In 1743, when our moft gracious Sovereign put himfelf 
at the Head of his Army, his Grace attended-him during 
that Campaign, and was prefent at the Battle of Dettingex. 
He had been declared one of the Lords Juftices of the 
Kingdom before his Majefty’s Departure; and the fame 
moft honourable Troft in 1745. 

In the late Rebellion his Grace was with the Duke of 
Cumberland, when his Royal Highnefs invefted the City 
of Carlifle, which was at that Time in Pofleffion of the 
Rebels, who offered to treat; but his Grace, who then 
ferved as Lieutenant General, having fignified so them by 
his Royal Highnefs’s Order, that 

“ All the Terms his Royal Highnefs will, or can grant 
*€ to the Rebel Garrifon of Carlifle, are, that they fhall 
** not be put to the Sword, but referved for the King’s 
*€ Pleafure,” 

They furrendered at Difcretion. 

In 1748 his Grace was again appointed one of the Lords 
Juttices of the Kingdom ; and on the Death of his Grace 
Charles Duke of Somerfet, was chofen High-Steward of 
the City of Chichefter ; and his Grace accompanying the 
Duke of Newcaftle to his Enftallation at Cambridge, was 
admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Phyfic, July 5, 1749. 

In 1749, on the Death of his Grace, Algernoon, late 
Duke of omeriet, he was appointed Colonel of the Royal 
Regiment of Horfe Guards Blue. ~
